3. Claims 1-5, 7, 9, 1 1-22 are allowed. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
2,283,369 (Jacobsen) discloses a valve apparatus a valve body (9), a valve base (3), a first port 
(2), a second port (2), a valve seat 94), a diaphragm (8), a button (24) having a central concave 
portion and an annular convex portion but lacks the fluid flow is surrounded by the valve seat. 
U.S. Pat. No. 6,341,758 (Shih et al.) discloses a valve apparatus comprising a valve body (31), a 
valve base (2), a first port (21), a second port (23), a diaphragm (1), and a valve seat (21 1) that 
surrounds the fluid flow. However, there is not motivation to combine Jacobsen with Shih et al. 
in order to arrive at Applicants' claimed invention.
